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Summary 

The Arisaema undulatifolium group in Japan comprises four species, 
i.e. A. undulatifolium, A. limbatum, A. kishidae and A. kawashimae. A. yo- 
sinagae should be treated as a variety of A. undulatifolium. A. stenophyllum 
and A. aequinoctiale are considered to be varieties of A. limbatum. A. kawa¬ 
shimae, A. limbatum var. conspicuum and A. kishidae var. minus were 
described as new taxa.
